There  is  another  feature  of  much 
interest  and  great  importance  attached 
to  these  tours.  They  are  through  the 
country  that  has  already  completed 
five-sixths  of  the  mileage  of  the  future 
great  north  and  south  trunk  railroad — 
the  Hudson  Bay  Railroad — which  will  terminate  at  Port  Nelson  on  the  shores 
of  Hudson  Bay,  the  latter  destined  to  be  Canada's  new  ocean  port  and  sea- 
side resort  and  the  Hudson  Bay  Railroad  the  new  route  to  Europe  for  the 
people  of  the  Middle  Great  West. 

Horace  Greeley  said:  "^'oung  man,  go  West.  "  This  Association  appeals 
to  the  tourist  public  and  the  men  who  are  looking  for  a  country  full  of  poten- 
tial possibilities.  "Come  North."  You  will  never  regret  it,  on  the  contrary, 
you  will  return  from  your  trip  brimming  over  with  the  intimate  knowledge  of 
the  tremendous  opportunities  this  great  North  country  offers. 

THE  NORTH  COUNTRY  TOURIST  ASSOCIATION  feels  that  by 
presenting  such  facilities  to  the  public  for  seeing  this  wonderful  land  they  are 
opening  the  door  to  a  long  and  continuous  annual  trek  of  tourists  which  will 
become  greater  every  year. 


In  organizing  these  tours  and  making  arrangements  as  perfect  as  possible, 
a  very  large  amount  of  careful  thought,  labour,  time  and  expense  has  been 
involved  and  nothing  has  been  left  undone  that  could  be  done  to  make  them 
of  such  a  nature  that  every  single  tourist  taking  the  trip  this  summer  will  mean 
five  or  more  next  summer.  The  Association's  thought  throughout  all  this 
work  has  been  the  comfort  of  the  tourist.  Remember,  "Mr.  Tourist,"  it  is 
your  comfort  first  and  always. 

Tourists  have  the  choice  of  the  following  places  as  their  starting  points: 
Winnipeg,  Regina,  Saskatoon,  Brandon,  Prince  Albert  and  intermediate 
stations.  (See  Railway  Information  in  this  folder).  All  will  converge  at 
Hudson  Bay  Junction  on  the  Canadian  National  Railways  and  will  travel  to- 
gether north  to  The  Pas. 

The  Pas  is  on  the  Saskatchewan  River  and  just  "North  of  5  3."     It  is  the 
gateway  to  the  mining,  pulp  and  other  industrial  areas  of  the  North  country. 
A  short  stop  of  a  few  hours  will  be  made  at  The  Pas  where  the  tourists  will 
be  the  guests  of'the  Board  of  Trade  of  ,^ 
that  town. 


Up  to  this  point  the  journey  has 
been  over  the  Canadian  National  Railr 
ways  Company's  system  and  from  here 
passengers  will  proceed  by  train  to 
Mile  2  1  4  on  the  Hudson  Bay  Railway 
where  the  tourists'  actual  rail  journey 
ends.  At  Mile  214  the  tourists  will 
be  transfered  to  the  experienced  care 
of  Luke  Clemons,  who  with  his  Indians 
will  convey  them  on  gas  cars  and 
trailers  through  glorious  scenery,  past 
lakes   and   streams  to   Kettle  Rapids, 

the  present  end  of  steel  on  the  Hudson  Bay  Railway.  Incidentally,  Luke 
Clemons   is   the  well-known   fur  trader,    trapper,    and    guide   of   the  North 


Rapids"  wliere  the  Camp  is  Silualt 


Country.*  At  Kettle  Rapids  a  commodious  and  comfortable  canvas  camp 
is  provided  and  placed  under  the  personal  supervision  of  a  first-class  caterer 
whose  ability  to  handle  the  same  has 
been  carefully  investigated  and  found 
in  every  way  satisfactory  and  assuring. 
The  Association  is  not  unmindful  of 
the  fact  that  proper  camp  board  and 
accomodation  go  far  in  making  a 
happy  and  contented  tourist  and  one 
who  will  return  with  many  followers. 

At  Kettle  Rapids  Camp  the  ang- 
ler can  revel  in  hi^  hobby  by  hooking 
speckled  trout  and  extraordinary  as 
this  fact  may  be,  this  can  be  done 
"North  of  5  3."  Sturgeon  are  caught 
in  abundance. 

Whilst  the  Camp  at  Kettle  Rapids 
will  be  tourists'  headquarters,  those 
who  wish  to  do  so,  can  go  through  to  Port  Nelson  by  travelling  down  the 
Nelson  River — a  distance  of  ninety  miles — in  canoes  skillfully  manned  by 
Luke  Clemons  and  his  Cree  Indians  from  Split  Lake.  Canoes  will  be  used 
for  32  miles  of  this  river  journey,  i.e.  as  far  as  Lime  Creek  at  which  point  the 
tourists  will  be  met  by  government  launches  and  taken  in  them  the  remaining 
portion  of  the  journey — 60  miles. 

The  entire  trip,  it  can  be  said  without  exaggeration,  will  be  a  delightful 
and  wonderful  one,  and  one  no  one  should  miss  who  is  able  to  take  it.  To 
be  one  of  the  pioneer  tourists  on  any  of  these  trips  will  be  history  for  you  to 
hand  down  to  your  children  and  your  children's  children. 

The  entire  trip,  there  and  back  (including  ten  days  in  Camp  in  which 
time  the  trip  to  Port  Nelson  and  back  can  be  taken  at  the  option  of  the  tourist) 
will  be  sixteen  days. 


The  ticket  issued  by  this  Association  will  be  for  return  transportation 
from  starting  point  to  Port  Nelson,  sleeping  car  service,   (the  tourist  will  pay 

all  dining  car  charges  between  his  start- 
ing point  and  Hudson  Bay  Junction), 
hotel  accomodation  whilst  in  The  Pas, 
all  meals  and  sleeping  accomodation 
between  The  Pas  and  Mile  2  1  4,  return 
gas  car  charges  from  Mile  214  to 
Kettle  Rapids,  approximately  ten  days 
board  and  camp  accomodation  or  pro- 
visions for  those  taking  the  trip  to 
Port  Nelson  whilst  from  the  Camp,  all 
guides  and  canoe  charges. 

For  the  respective  dates  of  de- 
parture of  each  trip  see  Railway  Infor- 
mation on  another  sheet  of  this  folder. 

These  trips  are  strictly  confined  to  sixty  at  one  time,  and  under  no  cir- 
cumstances will  that  number  be  exceeded.  As  reservations  are  received  they 
will  be  allotted  in  strict  rotation,  for  example,  the  sixty-first  reservation  will 
be  allotted  as  No.  1  on  tour  No.  2.  This  rule  will  not  be  deviated  from  on 
any  account. 

The  Association  feels  that  whilst  there  will  undoubtedly  be  a  large 
demand  for  reservations,  they  will  not  during  the  first  season's  movement 
undertake  to  handle  more  than  sixty  at  one  time.

As  a  new  seaside  resort 
it  will  quickly  take  its  place  in  ranking 
with  some  of  the  most  popular  of  to- 
day; its  climate,  during  the  period 
from  June  to  October,  with  that  of 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  Coast  Resorts. 
The  Railway  passes  through  a  rich  mining  district,  vast  pulpwood  forests  and 
great  undeveloped  agricultural  lands  and  through  a  land  of  vast  and  glorious 
scenic  attractions,  thousands  of  lakes,  large  and  small  rivers,  where  the  Hunter 
and  the  Fisherman  will  be  in  all  their  glory.

On  receipt  of 
the  necessary  amount  to  cover  the  required  reservation,  the  Association  will 
be  pleased  to  forward  the  necessary  hotel  coupons. 

(6)  From  Mile  2  1  4  to  the  Camp,  a  small  quantity  of  personal  baggage 
will  be  carried  at  owner's  risk. 

(7)  Tourists  will  be  conveyed  on  gas  car  journeys,  launches,  and 
canoe  trips,  in  strict  rotation,  according  to  the  number  of  their  reservation.
